Pfalm Ixvii. 5, 

Let the people praife thee, God^ 
let all the people praife thee, 

|HE Subjca of thcfc Words, and 
of the whole Pfalm is, accord- 
ing to moft Interpreters, a 
Prophetick Prayer for the Ac- 
compUfliment of that Blefling, which wc 
are at this time met together to promote, 
^iz. The fprcading of the Mcfllah's Go- 
fpel, and the Enlargement of his Kingdom. 
That thej'weJj- underftood it in thisSenfe, 
may be concluded from the frequent Ufe" 
they made of this Pfalm in tbcirReligious 
Offices ; and their ftill continuing it in 
the Service of the Synagogue, as refpetS- 
jng indeed a Saviour yet to come ; and 
that the Chriftian Church agEcc'^'Oi^ *CftS:xa. 
A 1 "^"^ 
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in the general Interpretation, but with 
this Difference, that they apply it to a 
Mefliah already come, is as evident from 
the Part which it bears in the daily Wor- 
ftiip of our Church, as well as in other 
Chriftian Liturgies* 

Such a Foundation have we for the 
pious Enterprize we are engaged in^ 

uke 10. that we know it to have been the T>ejire 
^*' <f many righteous Men^ as our bleffed 

tatt.^3. Saviour tells us, of Kings and prophet s^ 
'^* and of the faithful under both Cove- 
nants ,• that it has been all along the 
SubjciSt of good Mens Prayers, their point 
in View, and their moft pleafing Expeda- 
tion. And fuch is our AfTurance of Suc- 
cefs, that how unequal foever our na- 
tural Powers may be to the Undertaking, 
how great foever the Difficulties in our 
Way, how difcouraging foeyer the flow 
Progrefs may be which we have yet been 
able to make in it, we have neverthelefs 
an unfliaken confidence, that the Favour 
of the Almighty, and the Decrees of 
Providence are on our fide ^ and that if 
any Regard be due to the infpired Wri- 
ters of the old Law, or to the Evangelifts 
and Apoftles of th6 new, we have a clear 
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Teftimony^ and a fure Word (f Trophecy^ 
that the good Work we are labouring 
at ihall be at length accomplifhed^ and 
the Kingdom of the Meffiah extend it 
felf over the whole Globe ; that the 
people y or Nations, Jhall e^very where 
praife and acknowledge him, yea all the 
Teopk praife him. 

In difcourfijig upon which Words thus 
explained, I ihall takeOccafion to obferve 
from them thefe three Things, mz. 

L The Excellency of the MelTiah's Go- 
fpel, and the Ufe and Importance of 
it to all Mankind. 

II. The juft and reafonable Motives of 
engaging in this Bulinefs of propa* 
gating his Religion throughout the . 
World. And, 

III. What are the beft Expedients, and 
the moft likely Means of being fucr 
cefsful in this Enterprife* ■ 

As for the Excellency of the Meffiah s 
Golpel, and the Ufe and Importance of 
it, they may be clearly gatVv'^x^^ ^wxv\!^^ 
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valuable and myfterious Dodtrines^ which 
are undifcoverable by bare Rcafon ; from 
the great Purity and Holinefs of its Pre- 
cepts y from that perfect and lively Pat- 
tern which the Author of it has fet 
before us ^ and from thofe powerful and 
coercive SandionSj whereby our Obedience 
to it is enforced. 

It might indeed have been difcovered 
by the Light of Nature, that Man was 
in a corrupt degenerate State, deftitute 
of moral Virtue, and with a ftrong In- 
clination to every evil Way; but how 
to reconcile him to the Favour of God 
in fuch Circumftances, to make Atone- 
ment for his Guilt, and to fatisfie the 
great Governour of the World's offended 
Juftice,r was a Secret unknown to the 
greateft Proficients in humane Learning ,• 
nor could any of the Philofophers have 
unfolded the ftupendious Work of Man s 
Redemption, by the Son of God's be- 
phcf. 3: c^^^i^S incarnate, ^hat M^ery^ as the 
Apoftle obferves, which in oth^ Jges was 
not made known unto the Sons of Mcn^ and 
which from the beginning tf the World had 
heen hid in Gody was firft proclaimed at 
the Mefliah's Comings ^nd it was by his 
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glorious Gofpel that the Almighty declared 
himfelf reconcileable to the Gentile 
World, and that Life and Immortality 
were brought to Light, 

Nor is the Chriftian Inftitution lefs ad- 
mirable for its refined and holy Precepts, 
in which the Duty of Man in all his 
relative Offices is compleatly and accu- 
rately fet before him. He is there 
taught a rational Worftiip of God with- 
out Superftition or Infincerity ^ an affe- 
ftionate Love to his Brother without 
Weaknefs, Self-intereft, or Flattery ^ a 
regular and virtuous Government of 
himfelf, free from all Affedation, Pride, 
or Cenforioufnefs. In this Evangelical 
Syftem of Ethics, the Seeds and firft 
Principles of Vice are extinguifhed ,• and 
every Tindure or Refemblance of an 
evil Adion is guarded againft and dif- 
allowedi the noble Virtue of Fortitude, 
and the amiable Grace of Charity, 
fliine here with a double Luftre, feem 
raifed to an Height above Nature, and 
llretched to a Degree beyond humane ,• 
and yet that the Science taught is not 
merely fpeculative, nor a bare Theory of 
Morals, but fuch a Rule o€ Ii£^ ^^ v^ 
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reducible to Practice, and may be copied 
'afteTj is evidently proved, and w^as in- 
tended tq be Ihewn by that compleat 
and lively Pattern, which the Author of 
tki$ Oofpel cloathed himfclf in our own 
«; NniU'Sto fct before us. 
f* \ V Bwbllowing after other Models, how 
';te^<prated foever, tho' of Heroes, Philo- 
fepiiers, or Saints, we are fure of being 
ifefciStive, becaufe the beft of them have 
' been fo ; and we expofc our felves to 
the Hazard of being led into Tranfgref- 
fions by the Fame and Reputation of 
their Chara<5l:ers ,• for the greateft Ge- 
nius's, the moft eminent in feme parti- 
cular Accomplifliments, have been com- 
monly obfervcd to be not without their 
Imperfeiftions, and fometimes their Vices, 
to counterballance them : Whereas, in 
the Pattern of the blefled Jejus^ we have 
an infallible Guide, and an unerring 
Rule to walk by \ his Ways and Precepts 
wore entirely correfpondcnt, and his Life 
and Manners a cpmpleat Tranfcript of 
his Dodlrine. 

H? H the Rdigion of the Gofpel indeed, 
even under the Advantage of fuch holy 
Laws, and fo fafe an Example, been 
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taught as fome of the. Heathen Sages 
recommended Virtue^ i. e. for Virtues ^ 
Sake, and as its own Reward, the MqM^^i^ {. 
tive might have been too weak to cit**"^ ;l^;:>j 
Men on, and the World's Tempt a ^^^d^^, 

to Difobedience too powerful to b^ 
flood J but that the Lcffons here 
us are of another Nature, and > 
utmoft Confequence, may be gi^ 
from thofe weighty Sandions wt^:>|,^ 
along with them, fuch as an Afluf^itsiSfe* 
of the Soul's Immortality, of a Day -of 
Trial and future Judgment, for every >;, 
Work done in the Flcfh, of the Joys of ■ % 
Heaven' for a Reward, and . the eternal . 
Pains of Hell for a Chaftifement. 

This is the Sum and Subftance of that 
holy Religion, which the kind Provi- 
dence of God has inftruded us in, whofe 
Difcoveries have raifed our Hope, and 
whofe Light is given us to w^alk by ^ in 
whofe facred Writings we believe we 
have eternal Life, and by whofe Faith 
and Obfervance w^e promife our felves a 
future Inheritance of^ Blifs and Immor- 
tality. In Acknowledgment of thcfe 
Mercies of the Almighty, and under a 
grateful Senfe of his ineftimabl^ ^^^xsSvx.^ 
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conferred^ we are labouring to make him 
fome Returns, and are aiming at a faint 
Refcmblance of his Goodnefs, by ex- 
tending the Happinefs we enjoy to our 
Fellow-creatures, and carrying the glad 
hidings of Sahation to thofe who Jit in 
UJarknefsy and where the Do(arine of 
a reconciled God, a compleat Satisfaction 
for Sin, and of a glorious Redeemer^ has 
cither not been taught, or is loft and for- 
gotten. 

In diftributing the things of this World, 
Men are often checked by the Confide- 
ration that what they give to others 
is taken from themfelves, and that by 
every Ad of their Beneficence they be- 
come poorer ; but fuch is the diffiifive 
Nature of fpiritual Treafures, that they 
are not impaired, nor in the leaft dimi- 
niflied by being communicated. A pro- 
perty in this Wealth would take from 
the Worth of it, and what is a feeming 
Contradi(5tion, a part is preferable to 
the whole ^ the more Sharers and joint 
Heirs there are in this Inheritance, the 
richer and more valuable is every one's 
PolTeflion. 

The 
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The Jews indeed had other Senti- 
ments of the Divine Favour, and were 
for confining it to themfelves ; they 
gloried in their Covenant, for its being 
peculiar to their Nation, and were fo 
narrow Ipirited in limiting every Blefling 
to their own Tribes, that it may look 
like an Inconfiftency in them to have 
travelled Sea and Land to make Profe- 
lytes, while they imagined that none of 
their Converts, whether of the Gate or 
of the Covenant, could attain to an 
equal Acceptance with God, and to the 
fame Rank of Favour which they flood 
in. But we who are Difciples of a more 
gracious Law, and a better Co^enant^ 
and who percewe^ with St. Teter^ that Aa$ i 
of a ^rUth God is no KefpeUer of Ter-- ^^' 
fons J hit in every Nation he that feareth 
him and worketh Righteoufnefs is accept- 
ed with him^ have greater Encourage- 
ment to extend our Religion, not only 
to the loft Sheep cf the Houfe of Ifrae\ Mat. i 
hut to the opening alfo a T>oor of Faith K&sii^ 
unto the Gentiles ^ to increafe, as much 
as we are able, the Number of the faith- 
ful, that the Heathen may become our 
Lord's Inheritancey and tbe uttcYwoit 
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Tarts of the Earth his ToJJeJJion ; that 
every Language and People, frofn th 
'Eafl^ and from the Weji^ from the Norths 
and from the Souths may be gathered 
unto his Flocky and become ond Fold under 
one Shepherd. 

This was the good Intent, and has 
hitherto been the Bufinefs of our Soci- 
ety j and to this End have been dired- 
ed our united Counfels and Contribu- 
tions, with the kind Afliftance of many 
others who wifh well to, and have given 
an helping 'Hand to our Defign. ^be 
-ukc 10. jj^Y^^^ji indeed is great ^ and the Labour- 
ers feWy but how diftant foever the 
Time of reaping^ and of bringing in 
the Fulnefs qf the Gentiles may be, yet 
we faint not^ neither grow weary in, well 
doings while our Undertaking h fo lau- 
dable. And we have in the

ments to carry us on with it, c^';s..That 

• ■■■ • 

we are promoting the Happinefs and 
Salvation of as many of our Fellow 
Creatures as we are able j that we con- 
tribute, by extending the Gofpel Light 
among Mep, to. thQ Increafe of God's 
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Glory ; and that by fuch our Endeavours 
we may hope at leafti to obtain an addi^ , 
tional Bleflfing to our felves. 

If we have in earneft embraced the 
Chriftian Faith, do believe its Dodrines, 
and rely upon its Promifes, we cannot 
but account our Religion one of the 
greateft Bleflings we enjoy. And if the 
Nature of this Happinefs be fuch, that 
we can let the reft of Mankind partake 
of it without Prejudice to our felves, 
purpofely to hide and reftrain it from 
them, would be great Cruelty ,• and not 
to be at forae little Trouble to impart 
it, is neither, agreeable to Chriftian 
Charity, nor humane Compaifion. Where- 
ever we find the Form and Image of our 
Maker, i. e. the Faculties of a reafon- 
able Soul; it is our Duty to take all . 
Opportunities" of communicating the glad 
Tidings, an<{ gracious Terms of Salva- 
tion • but where we have a frequent 
Int^rcourle by Commerce, and carry on 
an advantageous Traffick, and enrich 
our Country by the Wealth or Labours 
of an uncivilized, illiterate People^ it i% 
but bare Juftice^ and a Debt we owe 
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them, to enlighten their Minds with 
faving Truths, to turn them from dtmh 
Idols to the Worjhip of the limng God^ 
and let them into a Share of our fpirir 
tual T'hings^ in Exchange for their tem- 
poral ones. 

Upon thefe Confiderations our Thoughts 
have been hitherto chiefly direded, and 
our Miflionaries fent to thofe Countries 
where we have Plantations and Colonies ; 
and as there is little Hope of recom- 
mending our Religion to the Natives, 
till our own People in thofe Parts are 
brought to a better Knowledge^ and a 
ftricler Obfervance of it^ our main Bufi- 
nefs at prefent is, and our Fund is likely 
to be for fome time employed about 
that preparatory Service. Not that the 
larger view of our Society is giv^n 
over as impra(5ticable ; but that this pre- 
vious Work is judged to be of fuch.Ne- 
celfity, that fliould we omit it, it would 
prove a {tumbling Block, and a Pre- 
judice, and indeed an infuperable DiflS- 
culty in our Way. For with what Hopes 
of Succefs, with what Face or Confi- 
dence 
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dence could we call upon the native 
Indians^ and exhort them to the Belief 
and Obfervance of the Gofpel ; or how 
could we perfwade them that we are in 
earneft^ and really expe(5t to be faved by 
it^ till our own People, who live in their 
Neighbourhood, and with whom they 
have frequent Communication , are 
brought to fhew more Regard to its 
Ordinances? Till the publick Worlliip 
of God, and a regular Miniftry is fettled 
among them, which not many Years ago 
they were generally deftitute of; and 
tho* by the Care of the Society, a 
good Progrefs has been made in this 
Bufinefs, and many Churches, Chappels, 
and Schools have been ere(aed, yet there 
remains a great deal ftill to be done, 
and till which is done, we fliall hardly 
be in Circumftances to make fuccefsful 
Attempts in converting the Pagan Worlds 
in bringing tbe Kingdoms cf the Earth 
to he the Kingdoms of our Lord^ all 
Trinces to fall down before him^ and all 
Nations to ferve him. 

But are we certain, will feme be apt 
to fay, that the Pleafure of the Almighty 
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\^ purfued^ and the Glory of God inte- 
refted, in our endeavouring to make 
every Knee how at the Name of yefm^ 
and every Tongue confefs bim to he th 
Cbrift I in gathering together the Gentiki 
to be Fellow Citizens with the Saints^ 
and T)ifciples of one Jjord^ one Faith^ 
one ^aptifm ? May not that Diverfity 
of Religions, which Men of plain Senfe 
and Underftanding have always thought 
a Dilhonour to God, and offenfive to 
him, be really what he approves of^ and 
his Name be the more exalted, by being 
praifed with that Variety of Rites and 
Ceremonies, which have been inftituted 
by humane invention all the World over? 
This indeed has been infinuated by 
fome free Reafoners, and inferred from 
hence, that were it not pleafing to God, 
he would have ordered Things otherwife, 
and not have fuffered fo great a part of 
Mankind to have gone on for fo many 
Ages in a Practice which he abominated. 
But if this Argument be of any Force, 
it will equally prove that the Vices and 
Immoralities of Men are pleafing to God, 
and the many Iniquities of a corrupt 

.World! 
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World are to his good Liking ; for they 
too have Prefcription on their Side^ and 
an equal Antiquity to boaft of. The 
proper Diftindion therefore to be made 
in both Cafes is^ that the Permiflfion of 
the Almighty is a very different Thing 
from his Approbation ; that the nature 
of Man, as a free Agent, and his Con- 
dition here as in a State of Trial, make 
it expedient that he ftiould be at Li- 
berty to do evil as well as good, and 
that he fliould have all that Freedom 
of ading, which he fo feldom makes a 
right Ufe of. Upon this bottom ftand 
all the Precepts of natural Religion, and 
the Perfwafives of Mofes and the Pro- 
phets, our bleffed Saviour and his Evan- 
gelifts, who, how much focver they 
defired the Converfion of the World, 
made no Ufe of a coercive Power for 
that Purpofe, nor of cunningly deufed ^ ?««"• » 
Tables. 

We may therefore allow very readily, 
that it is not the divine Will, nor for 
God's Honour^ that Religion fliould be 
propagated by Croifades, Inquifitions, or 
an Holy War ^ that mr Father 'w:foicb 
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is in Heacen had much rather his King- 
dom ftiould not comCy nor his Will he 
done in "Earthy than to have it performed 
only by fuch as are preflfed into his Ser- 
vice. How abfurd and impious is it to 
burn^ and maffacre, and deftroy Mens 
LiveSj for his Name's Sake and Honour, 

-uk.9.56. who came into the World to fave them 1 
Did, any Calamity ever befal the poor 
Americans equal to that of their firft 
Converfion? Could they be thought 

-uk.a.io. MelTengers of the Prince of Teace^ and 
of glad hidings of great Joy to all People ^ 
who harrafled them with Fire and Sword 
to receive Baptifm, and with an unchri- 
ftian Spirit, and a barbarous Zeal, put to 
Death Thoufands, nay Millions, and laid 
wafte and depopulated whole Provinces ? 
Nor is the infamous Method of making 
Converts in the Eaji^ tho' for Want of 
Power lefs cruel, to be honoured by the 
Name of propagating the Gofpcl, or of 
doing God Service. Our blelfed Lord's 
Apoftles, had they been without the 
Power of Miracles, would have fcorned 
to counterfeit them by Mathematical 
Tricks, or Aftronomical PrediiSions ,- they 

would 
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would have detefted with Abhorrence the 
perfidious Pra<aice of mixing the Chriftian 
Religion with Paganifm, and making 
Chriji have Felkwjhip with Belial. ' ?y'; 

But it does not from hence follow, 
that beciiufe there have been many cor- 
rupt ways of making Profelytes, there 
are therefore no good ones. Our blelfed 
Saviour did certainly lay his Commands 
on his Difciples to go and teach all Na- *^*^^- ' 
tionsy and to preach the Gofpel to- every Mark 
Creature. He affures us, that there is 
yoy in Heaven^ and among the Angels of 
God over one Sinner that repenteth: How 
far foever the uncovenanted Mercies of 
God may poflibly extend, there is no fe* 
deral Certainty of a Reconciliation with 
him, but thro' the Merits of his Son* 
-As fure as it is that he died for all the 
World, fo clear is it that all had Occa- 
fion for his doing it. The Way of en- 
titling Men to his faving Health, is by 
bringing them to the Knowledge of his 
Truth. But how ihould the Heathen 
Nations believe in him of whom they have Rom. 
not heard? And how floould they hear ' '^ 
jjoitbout a Treacher ? And how flooald any 
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one preach to them except he he font ? 
To fend Labourers into this Vineyard^ is 
the Bulincfs we are here met about, and 
is neither an ufelefs nor Romantick Un- 
dertaking, but fuch as well becomes our 
Chriftian Character, is an Evidence of our 
good Will towards Men, and of our Zeal 
for God's Glory, and will no doubt be 
recorded among the beft of our A(^ions 
in tfie Book of Life, 

What remains therefore but that we 
confider in the III d and laft Place, what 
will be the beft Expedients, and the moft 
likely Means of fucceeding in this Enter- 

It would not be pardonable, fhould I, 
on this Occafion, repeat, nor will it be 
eafie to add to, thofe many able Counfels 
and Annual Inftrudions, which have been 
here delivered upon this Subjed ,• and 
indeed the excellent Rules and Orders of 
the .Society, concerning the Chjoice 
and Regulation of the Perfons to be im- 
ployed by them, ihew that there is little 
Occafion for it. All the prudent care 
that can be, feems already taken in the 

Con- 
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Condud of this Affair ; and as our Cor- 
poration certainly has no temporal Intcreft 
in View^ fo neither does it difcover any 
Marks of pious Frauds or of a pcrfecut- 
ing Spirit. Our Bufinefs and our Intent 
is plainly this J To fpread the Gofpel Light 
as far as we are able j and in Order there- 
unto, to fend Preachers^ and Catechifts, 
and School-mafters, to our Colonies 
Abroad ^ and when the Worfhip of God 
is well regulated and fupplied therc^ to 
extend our Care and Inftrudlions to the 
native Heathens. Our Methods of doing 
this, is much the fame as the Work of 
the Miniftry is carried on by us at Home, 
i. e. by fuch Stipends and Encourage- 
mentSj as may furnifti a reafonable Sub- 
fiftance, and if it might be a Recompence 
for the Toils they undergo. For thefe 
Ends we contribute our felves, and exhort 
others to lend their Afliftance,- and from 
fome we have received confidcrable Gifts 
and Legacies without our Application. 
Our certain Yearly Income is not quite 
one third of our conftant Annual Expeur 
ces ; fo that for the reft, we are forced to 
rely upon, what indeed has hitherto no,t 
failed us, the Care of ProHvda\\^^^ 

B 5 ^^'^^ ^ 
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But here we muft ftop a little^ to argue 
with fome, who^ without any Partiality 
to our Order, are very ready, as often 
at leaft as Occafion offers, to mind us of 
our Duty. If, fay they, to propagate 
the Gofpel in Foreign Parts be fo good a 
Work, why don't our principal Clergy, 
who are the ableft and beft qualified^ fet 
about it ? To this it may be anfwered, 
and very truly, that they have for the 
moft part Imploys already, for the faith^ 
ful Difcharge oiF which the beft of them 
ZoT. 2. are not more than ftfficient ; the conftant 
Duty they have of inftrufting or govern- 
ing, and the cavilling tongues and pens 
of unbelieving Men, find them Bofinefs 
enough here; the Flocks committed to 
their Charge are commonly very great^ 
and too much inclined to wandring ,• 
they have many ftray Sheep to bring 
back again to their Folds, and there are 
Wolves on every Side ready to make a 
Prey of them. 

Befides, tho' the Clergy, the higheft 
as well as the loweft, have dedicated 
themfelves to minifter in holy Things, 
yet, wirhout a particular Defignation of 
God, t:hey are perfe^ly at Liberty to 
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do it in fuch Places as are jnoft commo- 
dious to them. Before Mofes^ tho' com- 
manded by God himfelfj would ftir one 
Foot on his Journey towards Mgypt^ he 
infifted upon having full Credentials ; 
nor was he fatisfied he had them, till 
he threw bis Hod upon the Ground^ and Exod. 
faw it turn into a Serpent. Were it the 
Pleafure of the Almighty to confer oa 
any now the .like miraculous Gifts, as 
he did on the Apoftles heretofore, fuch 
an Endowment would be more inviting 
than any Income or Dignity ,• and I dare 
be confident, that the moft diftinguiihed 
of thofe before whom I am now fpeak- 
ing, would, without a Moment's Hefita- 
tion, relinquifh what they have for fo 
ample an Equivalent. 

To reft this Matter upon its true Bot- 
tom, the Foot of Reafon ^ while we are 
ading only under the ordinary Grace of 
God, and have no Means of propagating 
our Religion but what are humane, it 
would be Enthufiafin to expeft, that the 
Milfionaries Office fliould be fupplied 
otherwife than Spiritual Cures are at 
Home^ c^^s. Ely fuch Encouragements, as 

B 4 may. 
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may invite thofe who have proper Dif- 
politionsto undertake them. There may 
indeed be now and then a Man of an 
uncommon Turn of Mind, and of fo 
enterprizing a Genius, and warm a Zeal, 
as to go from an eafie Settlement at 
Home, for the Sake of propagating the 
Gofpel where it is not yet taught*' Such' 
we are, no doubt, to wijh good Luck to 
in the Name of the Lord^ to give them 
our Afliftance, and to pray that God 
will profper their handy-work; but 'tis 
not to be expected, that there fhould 
be many fuch Volunteers, nor are we 
fure that the few there are will have 
the Approbation, or efcape the Cenfures 
of thofe we are arguing with^ more 
than others do who decline fuch Ex- 
peditions. 

It may perhaps be faid, that the firft 
Teachers of the Gofpel were ^lOlcA by 
fuch a Zeal; and it may as truly be 
faid, that the firft Hearers of it in like 
manner had fo little Regard for the 
:s 4, Things of this World, that they fold 
their Lands^ and every Thing they had^ 
and hr ought the Money to the JpqftkSy and 
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^ yrere content to enjoy all things in 
a common i but will any from' thence.

i Prai^ice is wanting, and the Reafons 
of it have ceafed ? What Solomon . 
fays of Money ^ may be more truly 
^affirmed of the ^ Power of Miracles^ 
mz. That it anfweretb all I'hings. 
Little Reafon therefore had they who 
were fo furnifhed, to be follicitous 
; what they Jhould eat and drinky and 
i wherewithal they Jhotild he cloathedi 
and indeed were the beft preferred 
I Men amongft us able to carry their 
. Revenues with them all the World 
over, they would be much worfe pro- 
vided, and infinitely lefs capable of 
making Converts, than the firft Teach- 
ers were, who, tho' they had neither Aa$ 3, 
Siher nor Gold^ were fufficiently able 
to relieve the moft indigent, and could — 
give Senfes, and Limbs, and Life it 
felf for their Charity : who without 
Scrip or Turfe could fafely undertake 
the moft hazardous Million , were in 
journeyings often^ and in Terils hy the 
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Heathen ; and tho' frequently f^er/ecut- 
edy were not forfaken i tho' in Appear- 
iCor. 6. a nee deftitute, and halving nothings yet 
really, and in Effeft, they fq0ejped d 
Things. 

Till this Power therefore of the Al- 
mighty (hall gracioufly interpole, aod 
in feme fuch Manner be beflowed 
again : till the Time and Seafon of 
the bringing in of the Gentiles^ whidi 
is among the fecret Counfels of God, 
Ihall be fully come, we can have little 
Hope of taking large Steps in tk 
Work we have fet our Hand to ; but 
we have this Comfort and Encourage- 
ment, that our Dcfign is laudable^ 
and that the Progrefs we do make, 
and the Ground we gain, carries the 
Gofpel Light ftill further, and is £)nie 
Addition and Increafe to our heavenly 
Father's Kingdom. 

There is one Expedient indeed, that 
has been often talked of, but God 
knows when it will be put in Pra^^ice, 
which, next to a fupernatural AflSft- 
ance, is certainly of the greateft Effi- 
cacy, and would remove the moA cruel 

Ob- 
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bjediion which ftands againft us ; it 
only this, that we would live ac- 
)rding to what we profefs, and to 
hat we propagate ; that our Syftem 
: Gofpel Precepts may be delineated 
1 our Practice ,• and the Gentile World, 
iftead of being taught by Rule, may 
larn Chriftianity by Imitation, When 
e fliall have thefe irrefiftable Argu- 
lents to offer, and fuch Signs and 
^onders fliall appear, we may then 
)nclude, that the Converfion of the 
eathen is nigh at hand^ even at our 
^ocTi that the Teopk will praife ctir 
'od^ yea aU the People praife him; 
id that Uhbelievers of every kind, 
,ying afide theit Ignorance, Hardnefs 
F Heart, an4 Contempt of God's Word, 
ill be foon fetched Hon^ to our bleffcd 
lOrd's Flock, and be faved among 
be Remnant Of the true Jfraelitesy and 
e made one Fold under one Shepherd 
'efus Chrifi our Lord ; who liveth 
md reigneth with the Father and the 
[oly Spirit, one God, World without

To the Reverend Mr. Jones at 3Sona^0a 
in Newfoundland^ thirty Pounds : To the

That the Church there continues in a

by the Reverend Mr.Townalfs Return 
to England .

From the Reverend Mr, Standijh^ Mi- 
nifter at St. Taufs^ South Carolina^ That 
his Congregation is pretty large, and well 
behaved j that his Communicants are at 
prefent not above twenty, but has a Prof- 
pedt of their increafing to twice that 
Number in a little time, and has' baptized 
there three Adult Perfons ; that he is 
going to vifit a vacant Parifli, called St. 
Bartholomews^ where there are fourteen

Jioly TarBomeny and Whitemarjh ^ that 
there is no Revenue belonging to the 
Church in that Colony; fo that the 
Clergy chiefly fubfift on the Bounty of 
the Society.
